"Nostoc." 
The want of tn nsportatio 


combined with the perishable riature of th 
substances fallen, bare hithert > prcveute 
a complete aud exhaustive examination 
The specimens of the "Kcntucl y sholwer, 
reached New York well prese: ved in gly 
cerinc, and it lias been compar itively cas 
to identify the substance and t< fix iu 
us. 
The Kentucky wonder is n >tliln<» 


or less thnn the "Nostoc''of thc|old allbem 
ist. The Nostoc belongs to the confprVw 
it consists of transluceot, gelatinous bod ies 
ioined together by threadlike njbcs or sec 
bearers. There are about fifty species o 
Ltiis singular plant classined; two orthre 
kinds have even been found fin ajfossi 
state. 
Like other conferva;, the Nosti 


propagates by self-division, as well las u 
seeds or sporef. 
Wlien these sporesl worl 


their way out of the gelatinous envelop' 
they may be wafted by vrinds hcrt and 
here, and may be carried greai disttrnce!! 
Wherever they may fall, and find conj_enia 
soil, dpmpness or recent ruins, they wil 
thrive and spread very rapidly, and mair 
cases are recorded where they have cover 
cd miles bf ground In a very few hour: 
with long strings of "Nostoc.'' On accoun 
of this rapidity of growth, people almos 
everywhere faithfully believe the Nostoc to 
fall from (beelonds,"and ascribe It to] many 
mystcrloup virtues. The plant Is not con 
tined to any special locality or climate 
sown by al whirlwind, carried by a curren 
of air, in need of rooistnre only forl exist- 
ence and support, it thrives everywhere 
Icebergs afloat in mid ocean have been 
found covered with it. Iu New Zealand it 
is found Ih large masses of quaking jelly, 
several feet in circumference, and covering 
miles of damp soil; aud in our own coun- 
try It may be found hi damp woods, on 
meadows, aud on marshy or even gijavelly 
bottoms.

All tbe Nostocs are composed of a semi- 


liquid cellulose and vegetable pHiteine. 
Tbe edible1 Nostoc is highly valued In Chi- 
na, where it forms an essential Ingredient 
of the bird-nest soup. The flesh tnkt was 
supposed to have fallen from the clouds In 
Kentucky is the flesh-colored Nostoc (N. 
earoeum of the botanist;) tbe flavor ot It 
approaches the frog or spring chlcket leg*, 
and It U greedily devoured by all domestic 
animals.

Such supposed "showers" are not rare, 


and arc entirely in harmony with natural 
laws. In the East Indies the same Nostoc 
n used as an application In ulcers and scrof- 
ulous disease, while every nation lin the 
East considers It nourishing and palitable, 
and uses Itieven for food when di led by sun 
and heal.—Leopold Brandeitin Sanitarian.
